Tactics of Recorder Schmid 
Condemned as Illegal—

The Prosecuting Attorney and 
Sheriff of St. Louis County, and 
Constables of Central and St. Fer- 
dinand townships, were criticised 
sharply for lawless conditions un- 
der their administrations in the 
final report of the epecial county 
grand jury, made at Clayton today 
to Circuit Judge Jerry Mulloy, who 
called the grand jury June 12 to 
“clean up the county.” 


The grand jury recommended, 
among other things, a police force 
under a board to supplant the 
Sheriff's force as the main law en- 
forcement body in the county as 
the best means of dealing effec- 
tively with crime, and in conclu- 
sion said: 

“It would seem, therefore, tm 
view of the open, flagrant, put- 
sistent and undisturbed viola- 
tions of the law mentioned in thig 
report, that there must be a di- 
rect connection or relation te- 
tween organized crime on the one 
hand and law enforcement ofii- 
cials on the other, purely merce- 
nary in its origin. This system, 
extending over a long period cf 
time, has apparently deadened 
the public conscience toward 
those lawless conditions, and if 
continued will materially affect 
the future growth and develop- 
ment of our entire county.” 

Points Out Neglect of Duty. 

Pointing out that Prosecuting 
Attorney Fred E. Mueller, who has 
been indicted on charges of ac- 
cepting a bribe in connection with. 
protection of slot machine gam- 
bling devices and who was defeat- 
ed in the August primary for the 
Republican nomination for Cireult 
Judge, had not submitted any evi- 
dence of law violations to this 
grand jury, the report safd as 
to him that the jury concluded, itn 
view of more than 200 criminal 
cases undisposed of, that there is 
and has been for some time a lack 
of real efficiency or determination 
to prosecute, or perhaps both, in 
Mueller’s office. 

Of Sheriff Albert A. Wilmas, 
who was forced early this year 
by the Government to pay a $900 
tax and civil penalty on a secret 
income of $30.000 from mysterious 
sources he would not disclose, the 
report said: 

“As a police official the Sheriff, 
Albert A. Wilmas, has failed. The 
continued and frequent law viola- 
tions of lesmer character, together 
with the homicides, gang killings, 
bombings and other criminal active 
ities in the county. indicate there 
is not now and has not been itn 
some time past any effective police 
work on the part of this official. 
The force of 20 special Deputy 
Sheriffs provided by law and paid 
for by the county is tneffective and 
should he dispensed with.”

Arguments of counsel were 
heard by Circuit Judge Falken- 
hainer today in the injunction suit 
over the proposed trolley loop at 
Third street and Franklin avenue, 
following conclusion of the testi- 
many yesterday in this controversy 
involving interests of Commiss‘on 
Row, promoters of a new produce 
the city, Franklin avenue 
merchants, the Public Service Co., 
“Bob” Kratky, lawyer for the mar- 
ket promoters, who is credited with 
having special influence at City 
Hall, and the freight rivalry of two 
railroads. 

A decision probably will be hand- 
ed down by the Judge Monday or 
Tuesday. He announced yestereccy 
that he would require “a couple vf 
days’ to consider it. The hearing 
is not on the merits of the suit, 
but on the city’s motion to disiiss 
the temporary. restraining order 
that has prohibited laying of the 
loop tracks and incidentally 
blocked widened Franklin avenue 
between Fourth and Ninth streets 
since Aug. 30. 

The sult, filed by the Commission 
Row Protective Association, with 
the Wabash Railway intervening, is 
directed against the loop franchise 
ordinance, which the city maintains 
provided for a legitimate use of ihe 
triangular block acquired in the 
widening mondemnation at Third 
and Franklin. ‘The commiszaion 
merchants -object that the .s00p 
would impede instead of facilitate 
traffic. but Franklin avenue inier- 
chants are supporting the city and

Director Brooks’ Denial. 


Daniel Bartlett, attorney for the 
plaintiffs, got an hour to argue in 
support of the injunction against 
the loop,-and am equal period was 
allotted counsel for the city, the 
car company and the three Frank- 
lin avenue business. houses inter- 
vening as defendants. Bartlett 
asked the Judge yesterday to strike 
off these merchants from the de- 
‘fense, on the ground there was no 
showing of their right to enter 
the suit, but the Court held that 
the public was more or less inter- 
ested in the matter. 

In his argument, Bartlett con- 
tended that the loop franchise or- 
dinance, passed last June, was de- 
fective and void, because, although 
its text mentioned a plat of the 
plan, no plat was filed in Board of 
Public Service records as required 
by charter, and because it does not 
define location of the loop. There 
is no evidence, the attorney § con- 
tinued, that the board approved 
an, plat, Director of Public Utilli- 
ties Pritchard, a board member, 
having testified that the plat. on 
which he based his recommenda- 
“tion of approval of the loop was 
not the one produced in the hear- 
ing by the city. 

Approval of a plat is a condi- 
tion precedent to passage of a 
franchise ordinance, Bartlett § ar- 
sued, saying the Board of Alder- 
men was deceived because the plat 
mentioned in the bill did not exist. 
The plat shown in court, accord- 
ing to the lawyer, showed the pav- 
ing plans and one which Director 
of Streets and Sewers Brooks has 
on file is not a part of the record 
in the case. 

Question of Publication. 


Although its clerk reported to 
the Board of Aldermen that the re- 
quired publication of the proposed 
franchise was mado in the City 
Journal and St. Louis Times on 
June 22, Bartlett declared, the 
publications actually were on June 
26, two days before the bill was 
passed. lie attacked the franchise 
as a donation of public property to 
the trolley company, and asserted 
that even if the ordinance was 
valid jt would not stafid because it 
damaged the plaintiffs’ property 
unreasonably, without just com. 
pensation. As an instance of this, 
he said, cars on the loop tracks 
_ ‘would pass within five feet of the 
curb in places, preventing the 
_ backing of trucks to the curb for 
 Randling goods.

abuse of official power by Coroner 
Louis H. Bopp, who has an under- 
taking establishment at Kirkwood 
and whose son, Rolland H. Bopp, 
won the Republican nomination for 
Coroner in the primary. 

Criticises Bopp for Monopoly. 

Coroner Bopp was criticised for 
the monopoly he has enjoyed as 
Coroner by having removed @eil 
bodies coming under the care of his 
office to hisown undertaking estab- 
lishment. 

“The practice of removing bod- 
ies to the undertaking estubiis!- 
ment of the Coroner, irrespective 
of the place where the body is 
found, is not to be commended.” 
the grand jury stated. “No matter 
how excellent the facilities may be 
at such establishment, the law ectr- 
tainly contemplates the holding of 
the inquest as néar 
the place where the body Is found. 

“Charges for embalming bodies 
on which inquests are held is ur- 
warranted by law, unless the rer- 
sons against whom the charge is 
made have directed that such serv- 
ice be performed. We cannot tvo 
strongly condemn the commingling 
of the duties of a Coroner with 
that of an undertaker. Perhans a 
good solution would bé a provision 
of the law, making an undertaker 
ineligible to the office of Coraner.” 

Assails Recorder's Illegal Fec. 

Practices in the office of Arthur 
W. Schmid, County Recorder, who 
won the Republican nomination for 
Sheriff in the primary, also were 
criticised adversely.
